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Local Firm Will 
Draw Plans for 
Cornell School 


At their regular monthly meet- 
ing on Tuesday night, Feb. 10, the 
Albany Board of Education named 
the local firm of Young and Lloyd 
as architects to draw up the plans 
for the new Cornell School build- 
ing to be erected on Talbot Ave. 


The new structure will include ten 
class-rooms, a cafeteria and the ad- 
ministration offices of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools and his staff. 

This new building will replace 
the old Cornell school on Solano 
Ave, built in 1908 as the first school 
in Albany. The supervisory offices 
to’ be moved into the new school 
will release much needed space in 
Marin School for classrooms. After 
the plans have been approved by 
the State Division of Architecture, 
construction bids will be called for 
by the School Board. 

The Board considered recommen- 
dations of the development of Me- 
morial Park as a physical education 
and recreation center. The plans 
were presented by the student body 
officers of Albany High School, 
members of the physical education 
department, athletic coaches and 
school administrators. 

The plan includes the incorpora- 
tion in the park of a track field, 
baseball diamond and a football 
field. Bleachers would be perman- 
ently installed on the south side of 
the field to seat 1500 with storage 
space beneath. ‘“Knock-down” 
bleachers would be put on the north 
side to be used during football sea- 
son, The recommendations were de- 
signed to meet the needs of the 
teen-age youth of Albany for fa- 
cilities of their physical education 
program during school hours and 
for recreation at other times. 


Board of Education, in speaking for 
the Board, said, “The proposed plan 
for the development of Memorial 
Park to better serve the needs of 
Albany youth in both the regular 
pliysical education program of Al- 
bany High School and in tle after- 
school recreation programs of the 
City meets with the whole-hearted 
support of the Board of Education. 
The plans will be drawn up and 
submitted in the near future to 
other interested organizations, in 
order to be assured that whatever 
proposal is finally accepted in the 
development of Memorial Park will 
provide the very best facilities pos- 
sible for the young people of Al- 
bany.”

Coun- 
cil members expressed the hope of 
eventually having Albany included 
in the State Retirement System.

The action was the result of a 
request from Cecil N. Lavers, at- 
torney for the Police and Fire Civil 
Service Club,( sponsors of the pen- 
sion plan to be voted upon in April. 
Lavers also asked that the council 
withdraw from the ballot parts of 
the pension plan dealing with bene- 
ficiaries of police or firemen killed 
or dieing while in service. These 
proposals had been found financial- 
ly impossible. 

After considerable discussion, 
Councilman Raymond F. Cleary 
made the motion to increase the 
pension but said he was doing so 
“reluctantly” as he felt sure six 
per cent was not enough to put the 
pension system on a sound finan- 
cial basis.
